Fuel Administrators and Committees are the local representa-
tives of the United States Fuel Administration. It is impossible
for them to be in all the homes all of the time. Will you, therefore,
be a representative of the United States Fuel Adminstration in your
own hopie, and do this work cheerfully as part of your War Work?

The demand for coal is much greater than the supply, and if
much suffering, sickness and discomfort is to be avoided, the most
stringent economy in the use of coal must be practiced by everyone.
